WASHINGTON (AP) — Dwight 


D. Eisenhower is a record-break- 
ing 70 today—the first man ever 
to serve to that age as President 
of the United States. 


Happy birthday greetings flood- 


ed in from around the world, and 
the District of Columbia govern- 
ment 
invited 
the 
President's 


neighbors from the entire Wash- 
ington area to a midday party 
on the White House lawn. 
Offi- 


cials predicted quite a turnout. 


During the afternoon the Pres- 


ident and Mrs. Eisenhower plan to 
travel to their farm at Gettysburg, 
Pa., for a family observance of 
his birth anniversary. On hand for 
dinner there will be his four 
grandchildren and their parents, 
Lt. Col. and Mrs. John Eisen- 
hower. 
FACES LONG TRIP 


On Monday Eisenhower, who 


has traveled hundreds of thou- 
sands of miles in this country and 
abroad as President, will be off 
on another long tour—a nine-day, 
6,728-mile trip will take him coast 
to coast. 


Eisenhower became the oldest 


man ever to serve as president 
11 days ago, on Oct. 3. At that 
time he broke a record which had 
been held by another old soldier, 
Andrew Jackson, who was 69 
years, 11 months and 19 days old 
when he completed his term as 
president. 


The President turned to base- 


ball jargon when he was asked at 
a recent news conference how he 
managed to maintain such appar- 
ent good health after a heart at- 
tack, surgery for ileitis and a 
minor stroke since 1955, and de- 
spite the burdens of the presi- 
dency.

"I believe it's a tradition in 


baseball," Eisenhower laughed, 
"that when a pitcher has a no- 
hitter going, no one reminds him 
of it." 


Now, 
in the sense of having 


reached three score and 10 years, 
Eisenhower has his no-hitter in 
the bag. And he seems more full 
of zest and bounce than many a 
younger man.

Castro Tightens 


Grip On Cuba 


HAVANA (AP) — Fidel Cas-. 


tro's regime took a huge step 
today toward complete state 
control of Cuba's basic indus- 
tries by nationalizing 382 firms, 
including all Cuban banks and 
105 sugar mills. 


This was the first nationaliza- 


tion of Cuban-owned property. 
The government had nation- 
alized the bulk of U. S. in- 
vestments in this country, in- 
cluding 36 sugar mills and 
banks, estimated to be worth 
a total of a billion dollars. 


The new nationalization de- 


cree was signed by the prime 
minister and President Osvaldo 
Dorticos. It included 50 textile 
factories, 8 railways, 11 movie 
chains, 13 department 
stores, 


16 rice mills, 6 distilleries and 
11 coffee companies. Many had 
been taken at least partially 
under government control pre- 
viously.

DEFICIT SEEN 


IN DALANCE 


OF PAYMENTS

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YOUK TAP) - Corporate 
profits and confidence In the value 
of the dollar would seem to be 
the most unlikely of bedmates. 
But so intimately do the econ­ 
omies of nations live together 
these dayst that even the profit 
squeeze in this land is something 
to be considered in the crass pull 
of world trade competition and in 
striking a balance between world 
currencies. Or in any dangerous 
flight of gold from the U. S. 
Treasury. 
Balance of international pay­ 
ments may seem a vague propo­ 
sition to mast Americans But the 
value of their dollar and the ef­ 
fect that a change in world con­ 
fidence in it might have on its 
value is something they do under­ 
stand. And many fret, if only con­ 
fusedly, over the lass of gold in 


the last three years. 


HEALTH OF TREASURY 
Almost everyone agrees that 
the health of the U. S. Treasury 
plays a vital part in the world’s 
confidence in the health of the 
dollar. 
That’s where corporate profits 
come in. If they hold as high as 
the Treasury hopes, it can end 
this fiscal year next June 30 with 
a surplus. If business profits — 
and tax collections from them— 
slip badly, it couldn't. 
People don’t worry about their 
deposits in a bank when they 
know the banker can lay his 
hands on the money to back them. 
The United States has been the 
world's banker since World War 
II. A healthy fiscal situation here 
breeds confidence in Uncle Sam 
as a world banker, even when his 
balance of payments Is in a cycle 
of deficit—so long as the down­ 
swing doesn’t last too long. 


PAYM ENT BALANCE DEFICIT 
Our balance of payment deficits 
in the last three years means that 
the total outflow of dollars abroad 
—for imports, for foreign aid, for 
overseas 
business 
investments, 
for travel, for military establish­ 
ments—has exceeded the money 
we took in by selling our exports,
